cence of the defendants will receive 
considerably less attention than other 
wholly extraneous matters. 

REALLY SCANDALOUS. 

“The amount of time we consume 
in the actual trial of cases, especially 
criminal cases, is really scandalous. 
And this case in the southern part 
of the State, is an apt example. No 
fair man wants to deprive men of any 
possible opportunity to prove their 
innocence, but even a sensa 
case should be tried like any other 
and within reasonable limits as to 
time.” | 

A feature of today's programme 
was an address by John Currey, Chief 
Justice of. the California Supreme 
Court from 1864 to 1868 and now 
aged 87 years, Which was read for 
him by James A. Gibson of Los An- 
geles.

HOLDS PROVISION 
CONSTITUTIONAL 


Ruling in Transcontinental 
Freight Rate Cases. 


Majority Opinion of the Com- 
merce Court. 


Sustained. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14--In the 
majority opinion of the Commerce 
Court, formally handed down today tn 
the transcontinental rate cases, it is 
held that the long and short haul pro- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce act 
is constitutional. Judge Archibold 
concurs in the issuance of a temporary 
injunction. ot the orders of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, but in 
his opinion holds the long and short 
haul provision to be invalid. 

The Commerce Court reached the 
conclusion that the cases involved in 
the present proceeding afforded the 
best possible opportunity for a de- 
termination of the constitutionality of 
the long and short haul prevision of 
the act to regulate commeree, It was 
realized that the question éventually 
would have to be fought out before 
the United States Supreme Court. 

FORMAL OPINION. 

In the formal opinion. prepar wv 
Judge Mack, the Commerce Court 
agrees -with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that the long and 
short haul provision-—the fourth e- 
tion of the law——is constitutional, that 
it would be unconstitutional “as an 
unlawful delegation of legislative 
power,.“ ff no standard were given 
“to guide the exercise of the commi«- 
Mons discretion in granting authority 
to depart from the rules forbidding a 
lesser rate for the long than for the 
short haul in the same direction and 
ever the same line.“ 

IF CONDITIONS WARRANT. 

By an exhaustive examination of the 
entire law the court reaches the con- 
clusion it is the duty of the commis- 
sion to exercise its diséretion to estab- 
lish a lower rate for a longer hau! 
than for a shorter, if the conditions, 
in ite opinion, warrant such action. 

The court points Gut that the or- 
ders of the commission which are en- 
joined “do not establish absolute rates 
for either the long or the short haul, 
but they do establish a relation be- 
tween any long haul rate that a car- 
rier may put into effect and the short 
haul rate, determining that from zone 
No. I., the western short haul rates 
shall not exeeed the long haul rates, 
and t from tone Nos, 2. 3 and 1. 
the short haul shall not exceed the 
long haul rate by more than seven 
per cent., 15 r cent.. and 25 per 
cent. respectively. 

BEYOND AUTHORITY. 

“In so far as the commission at- 
tempts thus to determine the rela- 
tion of the long and short haul rates, 
irrespective of absolute rates, it goes 
bevond any authority that has been 
vested in it, for it is not in the power 
of the commission to say that 100 
per cent., or 107 per cent., or a given 
percentage, of an unknown less than 
reasonable rate to the coast is neces-. 
sarily a maximum reasonable and 
non-discriminatory rate from the 
same point of origin to an interior 


nt. 

The practical effect of the com- 
mission’s order is either to compe! 
a blanket rate from the entire East 
to the entire West, or to prevent the 
carriers from getting all the  busi- 
ness which they now secure without 
loses, by making rates which enable 
to meet market competi- 
tion. 

“In a word, unless some through 
business is given up, the effect of the 
orders would be to put Spokane and 
other interior points on an equality 
with Seattle and other Pacific Coast 
points, at least from zone No, l—a

PLAN NEW PACKING-HOUSE. 


Because of Greatly Increased Pro- 
duction the Glendora Lemon Asso- 
clation Need Additional Roont. 


GLENDORA, Nov. 13.—A  resolu- 
tion recentiy adopted by the San 
Dimas-Glendora-Covina Lemon Asso- 
ciation provides for the erection of a 
packing-house in Glendora at an es- 
timated cost of $15,000. Modern ma- 
chinery will be installed and every 
faciity will be employed to make the 
house one of the best in the State. 
It is planned to let the contract just 
as soon as a suitable buliding site can 
be procured and the plans and speci- 
fications can be placed in the hands of 
the contractors. 

With a production of less than 
twenty-five carloads ten years ago, the 
lemon growers of the Glendora dis- 
trict joined with the growers of San 
Dimas and Covina for the purpose 
of marketing their fruit with the 
greater advantages of co-operative 
methods. They were successful from 
the start and now the association has 
pone of the largest packing-houses in 
the world, But instead of twenty-five 
formerly, the grov¥- 
ers of the G ora district now have 
260. carloads to market, and to move 
them four to we miles to a packing- 
house. decome an ever-increasing 
hardship. 


It is to obviate this disadvantage 
and expense in part that the growers 
have decided to build in the center of 
their own district. Although i is 
|} realized by the growers that the lem- 
on industry has reached such propor- 
tions that under competent manage- 
ment an independent packing-house 
Would be an economic success, it ts 
proposed to co-operate with the San 
Dimas Lemon Association in market- 
ing their fruit.

So it was in Merrie England in the reign 

of Queen Victoria. In Indiana a burglar 

has beaten this record. He has shown a 

poetic spirit calculated to fill with envy 

and despair the old midnight marauder of 
the “gurgling brook” and “village chime” 
variety. 

Mrs. A. B. Canfield had a weird story to 
phone to the Hammond police station the 
other morning, one that proves how, in In- 
diana at any rate, sentiment springs eter- 
nal in the human breast.

Drinking water for the army will de ster 
Med by electricity as a result of expert- 
ments made by the Tropical Board of the 
Medical Corps.
